The first step that must be taken 
is to get money to finance the paper, 
so we turn to the business establish- 
ments for this. The advertisers al- 
ways ask what the circulation of the 
paper is so that they may be sure of 
results. Thus, subscriptions must be 
obtained. This takes time, work, and 
patience, as most likely you have no- 
ticed. aa 

We shall assume that the paper is 
financially sound and now we have to 
get material to publish. Something 
is always going on so there is no 
. trouble to find news, but there is trou- 
ble in finding someone to write it. You 
know, our students are so studious 


¥ a t they have no time for anything 
> a some kind’ person says that 
7 he may have a minute to spare ’and 
; agrees to write for us. This person 
7 may not be the smartest person 
among us, so corrections must be 
made as to grammar and spelling. 

The article must be typed and this 
takes quite a bit of time when the 
hand writing is not so legible. 

All articles must be censored. That 
is, the sponsors must read the articles, 
make any corrections, and pass on the 
substance of the matter. 

The article must be measured as to 
the space it will take up in the paper 
and a space must be set aside for it 
in the paper. This is called planning 
the ‘‘dummy”. 

After all this is done, the paper is 
off to press and there is a rest period 
and little worrying until the paper 
comes back from the printer and is to 

_be circulated. 

Circulation means that one must 
get to school early in the morning. 
The number of papérs for each home 
room must be counted and delivered. 
The work is not yet finished for some- 
one will complain, “I didn’t get my 
paper.”

Defeats Generals 

Before a crowd of 2500 Gonzaga 
stopped W-L’s bid for their 15th con- 
secutive win. A superior running at- 
tack enabled Gonzaga to keep W-L on 
the defensive most of the afternoon. 
The turning point of the game came 
in the third quarter, when with Gon- 
zaga leading 13-7, after two passes, 
French to Arnaud, gave the ball to 
W-L on the Purple’s 9-yard line and 
Alex Anderson had on two plays car- 
ried it to the 3, Jim French. was then 
thrown for a 3-yard loss on an end 
run. A fourth down pass was incom- 
plete and the Blue and Gray’s last 
chance had gone. 

First blood was drawn by W-L in 
the first quarter when, after recover- 
ing a fumble on the 33 yard’ line and 
moving the ball to the 19, Anderson 
faded back and shot Russ Arnaud a 
touchdown pass.
